Remarks under 37 CFR 1,115 accompanying a Continuation Application filed herewith 

under 37 CFR 1.53(b) 
The nonprovisional patent application filed herewith is a continuation application of 
Application No. 09/656,082, filed September 6, 2000. A Notice of Allowance, mailed August 
22, 2003, was received on that earlier-filed application and Applicant timely paid the Issue Fee 
on October 1, 2003. The earlier-filed and related application should now proceed to issue in the 
near future. 

During prosecution of related Application No.09/656,082, Applicant conducted a 
telephone interview with Supervisory Patent Examiner Thurman K. Page (AU 1615) on July 16, 
2003. SPE Page suggested that pending claims directed to methods of making dry-powder film 
forming compositions would be allowable if Applicant amended the claims to set forth the 
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viscosity range of an aqueous solution formed by the compositions, as manufactured by the steps 
recited. 

Applicants responded with a Supplemental Amendment, mailed July 17, 2003, amending 

the pending claims in the earlier-filed application substantially as suggested by SPE Page. In the 

subsequent Statement of Reasons for Allowance, mailed August 22, 2003, the Examiner stated: 

The primary reason for allowance of the claims is that the prior art 
(Signorino US 5,591,455) fails to teach nor fairly suggest a method 
for making a dry powder film-forming composition which is 
capable of forming an aqueous solution having a low viscosity 
ranging from about 75 to about 150 cps when measured by the 
Brookfield Small Chamber Method (10% w/w in water, USP; 
Model RVTD; Chamber 13R; Spindle #21; 100 rpm; 23°C) or as 
recited in applicant's amended claim 13. 

In view of the allowance of Applicant's amended claims to methods of making dry- 
powder film forming compositions, Applicant now presents claims directed to dry-powder film 
forming compositions and methods of using such compositions in order to obtain the claim 
coverage Applicant appears due. 

Thusly, claims 1-12 in the present application are directed to dry-powder film forming 
compositions, the recited compositions including reference to particular viscosities of aqueous 
solutions formed by the compositions, in analogous fashion to the claims allowed in the related 
application discussed above. Claim 13 recites a method of making an aqueous solution using a 
composition according to claim 1 and, additionally, claim 14 is directed to a method of using the 
aqueous solution of claim 13 to coat pharmaceutical tablets, food, or confectionary products. 
Present claims 1-14 are fully-supported by the disclosure of earlier-filed application 09/656,082, 
including originally-filed claims. No new matter has been presented in the instant application 
over that disclosed in the earlier-filed, related application. 
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As such, it is respectfully submitted that claims 1-14 are in condition for allowance and 



prompt notice of allowance is respectfully requested. Applicant requests that the Examiner
